Not only is an auditorium with one 
thousand seats inadequate for com­ 
munity use, but obviously is far from 
enough for efficient school opera­ 
tion. One parent has figured that if 
all the classes missed because of a 
double assembly were added up 
over a ten-year period you come up 
with a sum that suggests a very 
doubtful economy. In fact, no econo­ 
my but a complete loss. 
If a thousand students lose even 
one hour of class one day a week for 
thirty-six weeks you have 36,000 
lost class hours. You can take it 
from there with some interesting 
results, such as the cost of oper­ 
ating a school four weeks more than 
necessary a yearl 


The junior class this coming fall 
will number well over 400, and you 
can be sure a major share of them 
will be around in 1960 when the di­ 
plomas are handed out. But will their 
parents be there? 
Where will their parents sit when 
baccalaureate is held? Will dad and 
mother toss a coin to determine 
which sees their son or daughter 
graduated? Or will they draw straws, 
the white one going to baccalaureate 
and the blue one to graduation? 


Everything being normal, 
four 
hundred students are entitled to at 
least two tickets each for both of 
these exercises. According to the 
arithmetic taught when we crowded 
beneath those towering spires this 
adds up to twelve hundred seats. 
And we have not allowed room for 
any of the faculty and a few others 
who might be necessary for a suc­

YOU HAVE COMPANY 
It may please you to learn that 258 
of the big radio advertisers have 
opinions about programs that no 
doubt conform with your own. For 
example, they do not think that the 
top tune programs are much good. 
A very small percentage consider 
such a program ideal for selling 
merchandise. About 44 per cent of 
tho se questioned preferred mild mu­ 
sic, but with a good beat. They con­ 
sidered music programs based on 
so-called polls to be the little mon­ 
ster of the radio industry. 
They also greatly preferred edit­ 
ed news programs rather than die 
straight reading of news off the wire. 
Only nine per cent preferred the 
straight news wire. Seventy-seven 
per cent thought a news bureau ought 
to be more than a name and that a 
more elaborate job of editing should 
be turned out. 
News programs rated away up the 
line with these advertisers, which 
makes it difficult to understand why 
so many radio stations spend so 
little on adequate news work by truly 
capable help. 


AS FOR LONG COMMERCIALS 
You must be aware of the row that 
has been stirred up over the long 
commercials, and especially those 
which come in series of three or 
four between programs. All major 
spenders, networks, and ad agencies 
are cracking down. 
A survey made by the Ad Bureau 
may reveal why. In fact it reveals 
what happens during most commer­ 
cials. Twenty-eight per cent of the 
audience leaves the room, of which 
the reasons given are about equally 
divided between the kitchen, the 
children’s room, household chores, 
and other parts of the house. 
Twenty-five per cent of the audi­ 
ence study the tv schedule, look at 
the newspaper, a magazine, or write 
letters. Or they just talk with the 
family or make a phone call. 
Ten per cent change channels. 
Twelve per cent leave the house 
to park the car, walk the dog, or run 
next door. 
And there are those comprising 
two per cent who just don’t watch 
commercials for reasons they don’t 
give, but it is a blind spot to them. 
This adds up to seventy-seven per, 
cent, which leaves just twenty-three 
per cent of the audience squirming 
thru the commercials. Any approach 
which will change this, such as 
brief, interesting commercials, will 
be welcomed by the major spenders.

BOROUGH COUNCIL 
met in a special session Monday 
afternoon and adopted a resolution 
to sponsor the flood protection plan 
for Glade Run as submitted by the 
Department of Forests and Waters. 
The estimated cost of the project 
is $344,400, 
of which W arren w ill 
pay over $10,000. 
The state w ill 
stand $280,500 of the expense. 
The Glade Run plan includes con­ 
struction of 3,340 feet of levee on 
the right side of the run starting 
about 
720 
feet 
upstream 
from 
the Highway Bridge, State RouteNo. 
61037, with a four-foot freeboard 
above the computed water surface; 
improvement of the existing channel 
for about 300 feet on Glade Run 
and 260 feet on an unnamed tributary; 
a reinforced concrete channel with 
slab and walls one foot thick from 
the abutment 
of the Pennsylvania 
avenue bridge upstream 683 feet; 
and installation of eight drainage 
structures, 24 inches in diameter, 
to provide for disposal of local 
runoff. 
The city fathers also approved 
the State Department of Highways 
$18,000 plan to relocate Park ave. 
and the Park ave. bridge adjacent 
to Glade twp. 
Officers of council 
were authorized to work with the 
township supervisors on the project. 
Construction w ill start once final 
plans are completed and given ap­ 
proval by council.

sidies to school districts. The of­ 
ficial purpose is not to provide a 
base for the levying of local taxes. 
According to ST EB, the market 
values just certified w ill be used 
by the Department of Public In­ 
struction in distributing over $300 
m illion dollars in school subsidies 


during the school year 1959-60. 
The market value of all taxable 
real property in the Commonwealth 
in 1957 totals $31,301,270,700 or 4 
per cent greater than the previous 
year.

Every week sees it dip a bit 
more. The number of those now re ­ 
ceiving unemployment checks is 
under 300,000, and the weekly num­ 
ber of new claims also continues to 
go down.

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Television and Radio 


By John Crosby 


Two of the best shows I 
have 
seen on television all 
year have 
featured respectively Maria Callas, 
on Granada in London, and the 
Moiseyev 
danc­ 
ers on the EdSul- 
livan show here. 
In both cases, you 
might 
well say 
they 
ha ve just 
stuck a camera in 
front of perform­ 
ers whose merits 
had clearly been 
established on the 
stage — but then 
what is die mat­ 
ter with that? 
Both Miss Callas and the Moise 
yev dancers have that rare star 
quality which stays imbedded in your 
mind for a long time; they are both 
unusual insofar as television, par­ 
ticularly recent television, goes in 
that they are memorable and the 
trend is all the other way — toward 
creating television that no one can 
remember for more than five min­ 
utes. 
Stepping out in front of an ordinary 
television studio audience Miss Cal­ 
las was greeted with such shatter­ 
ing applause that it held up the show. 
The Moiseyev dancers in front of 
the Ed Sullivan audience, which is 
not to be confused with that at the 
Metropolitan Opera, aroused wild 
enthusiasm, too. 
In short, great 
art is also popular art. The critics 
are now always in the minority. 
Sometimes the people agree. 
I was lucky enough to have seen 
the Moiseyev dancers at the Met­ 
ropolitan Opera and I’m happy to 
report that their exuberance and 
charm and their extraordinary mus­ 
cular stamina and vitality came 
across just about as well on camera 
as on stage. It’s true the cameras 
had to retreat to the second balcony 
from time to time to get it all 
in. 
But, in general, the camera 
work followed the dizzy speed of 
the dancers with extraordinary skill. 
The only real lack was color. On 
stage, the costumes were vivid and 
gay and spotless. 
A derisive snort cutting through 
the translation of Igor Moiseyev’s 
gracious curtain speech, lent an ill- 
bred and very jarring note to the

evening. A lunatic fringe persisted 
in regarding the Moiseyev dancers 
as Communist plotters planning the 
overthrow of democracy. 
Boos 
were heard opening night at the 
Metropolitan, too. 
Mr. Sullivan 
after a look of shocked surprise, 
wisely ignored the interruption. 
We had better hug such events as 
the Moiseyev to o u r bosoms because 
they are getting to be rare indeed. 
In fact, entertainment is gradually 
being stifled altogether. Television 
is gradually — g r a d u a l l y , hell, 
rapidly — becoming a huge bingo 
game. 
On Monday the networks unleashed 
four new gambling games of various 
degrees of density — two on CBS 
in the morning and two more on 
NBC in the afternoon. I understand 
“ The Price Is Right” is one of 
the hottest properties on television 
and CBS is trying hard to catch up. 
To me, “ Price Is Right” was just 
lukewarm the first time I saw it, 
tepid the second time, and pretty 
frigid from there on in. 
I am no judge of the popular tastes 
but I cannot believe it wants this 
much of these games. 
It is now 
possible with a little judicious dial- 
twisting to get through the day 
practically without ever losing sight 
of an emcee screaming “ You’re ex­ 
actly right, Mrs. Nussbaum” and 
then giving her a free trip around 
the world for two or, at very least, 
a new freezer and four frozen steers. 
You can start at IO a.m. (New 
York time) on CBS with “ For Love 
or Money” and apart from a half 
hour around lunchtime, you can 
watch the procession of loot on 
“ Dough ReMe” , “ Play Your Hunch” 
(another new one Monday), “ T reas­ 
ure Hunt” , “ The Price Is Right” , 
“ Dotto” , “ Tic Tac Dough” , “ It 
Could Be You” , “ Beat the Clock” , 
“ Lucky Partners” , “ Haggis Bag- 
gis” , 
“ Bingo-a t-H o m e ”, 
and 
“ Queen for a Day” . 
By that time 
it’s 4:30 in the afternoon and you 
will have seen more washing mach­ 
ines given away than you knew ex­ 
isted. 
There’s no use pretending all 
these shows are alike. “ Queen for 
a Day” , which is ten or eleven 
years old, is as unlike “Haggis 
Baggis” which is two days old as 
Fontainebleau is unlike Versailles.

DEER HURTING FORESTS 
A release from the Pennsylvania 
Forest Industries, which is titled 
“ T rees Make News" and com es 
regularly to desks such as those 
belonging to editors, this week em ­ 
phasizes the need for deer con­ 
trol. The subject of course has at 
least two approaches. One con­ 
cerns those who want better deer 
and good hunting. The other is 
the problem of those who work 
for the growth of trees, plant life, 
and farm products. 
The forest industry has a major 
stake in this situation and perhaps 
sees a side which has not occurred 
to many who measure the outdoors 
only as it relates to their pleasure. 
Here is the industry’s story.

Sassafras, greenbrier 
and blueberry bushes are all sub­ 
ject to heavy deer damage, he said. 


Sharp pointed out that even where 
tree seedlings survive heavy brows­ 
ing, it is " h i g h l y questionable 
whether these survivors will ever 
develop into merchantable timber. 
The end result may be nothing more 
than trees with gnarled, twisted and 
deformed trunks." 
The agriculture educator said the 
problem of maintaining proper bal­ 
ance between deer and forest con­ 
ditions is a problem in which “ every 
citizen of the commonwealth has a 
profound responsibility.
